.-For the same period, auto 
gasoline was up, -from 182.62 
million barrels to 196.62 mil- 
lion, jet fuels were up from 
lji.25 million barrels to.. 24.08 
million, and heavy, fuel . oils- 
were up from 36.7; million bar- 
rels, to .44.12. ipillion. 

Domestic * production of 
crude oil and imports from 
abroad both slipped somewhat 
in the week of July 1 5, but in- 
ventories remained about the 
same, because shipments to re- 
fineries was down somewhat,
